Everybody  seems  to  be  this  way.  All  wait  for  something  to  happen  to  mako  up 
their  minds,  I  know  people  who  want  to  go  "kitty  corner"  who  can't  decide  what  to 
do  when  they  cone  to  a' crossing.  They  don't  know  whether  to  turn  this  way  first,  or 
that  way  first.  And  it  makes  no  difference.  But  they  are  afraid  of  making  a  dec- 
ision. That  is  the  biggest-  American  failing  today,  the  inability  to  assume  the  re- 
sponsibility of  decision.

"So  there  are,"  replies 
xn ■>.   lieutenant.  "Should  we?"  asks  the  sergeant.  "Shouldn't  we?"  wonders  the  cor- 
poral. A  sleepy  private  falls  into  the  water  and  swims  to  the  other  side.  He  finds 
there  is  no  one  there*  Everybody  then- rows' over. 

"Captured  according t©  plan  after  sharp  fighting,"  says  the  general's-  commun- 
ique. And  the  colonel ^gets  his  star  and  the  congressional  nedal  of  honor.  Thus 
decisions  aren't  made.  Trey  happen.  I  know  a  retread  major  at  Cassino  who  groaned: 
"When  this  is  all  over  I  am  going  to  make  only  one  decision 'every  day'  the  rest  of  my 
life,  whether  to  go  hunting  or  whether  to  go  fishing." 

I  looked  him  up  in  Minnesota  after  the  war.  The  first  thing  ho  said  that  morn- 
ing was:  "I  dont  know  whether  to  go  hunting  or  fishing,  "/hat  do  you  think?" 

Personally,  I  went  back  to  sleop.  I  couldn't  stand  to  sec  this  peacetime  decay 
of  a  fine  military  mind.  The  General  idea  of  an  executive  is  that  he  is  a  super- 
duper  nan  with  superior  insight  whose  job  is  to  make  decisions.  I  have  known  many 
executives.  Myself,  I  prefer  astrology  books.  They  arc  printed. 

Executives  are  as  hard  to  pin  down  as  it  is. to  get  an  elephant  under  a  micro- 
scope. They  specialize  in  knowing  on  Monday  what  happened  on  Saturday  that  they  were 
uncertain  of  Friday.  This  sane  type  of  keen  foresight  can  be  demonstrated  by  the 
average  man  by  buying  the  World  Almanac  for  .one  dollar,  a  yedr  after  the  event.

"HOW  TO  BE  A  FUNCTIONAL  TECHNOCRAT" 

Tho  importance  of  being  a  functional  Technocrat  is  often  urged.  Some  members  may 
net   be  familiar  with  what  the  term  means,  or  how  function  may  be  applied.  A  simple 
way  to  explain  function  within  Technocracy  is  to  define  it  as  "lending  one's  ef- 
forts to  the  furtherance  of  the  Organization" ,  We  are  now  going  to  list  some  of 
the  inumerable  ways  by  which  a  Member  nay  function. 

1.  Obtain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  social  program  of  Technocracy,  Become 
familiar  with  its  policies,  By-laws,  and  methods.  To  accomplish  this  it  is 
necessary  to  study  the  Technocracy  Study  Course,  read  through  the  official 
gray  literature,  and  the  current  Field  magazines  (the  latter  will  help  to 
keep  you  abreast  of  current  social  trends).  Choose  among  the  Study  Classes, 
Speakers  Class,  Committee  Meetings,  and  other  activities  at  SHQ  -  attend  some 
of  them  and  become  a  participant  in  them.  Attend  the  monthly  Section  Member- 
ship Meeting,  This  is  the  best  means  of  keeping  informed  of  the  Section  and 
Organization  activities.  Read  some  of  the  books  availablo  in  the  SHQ  library. 
The  combination  of  knowledge  and  self -discipline  can  develop  a  Technocrat  able 
to  hold  his  own  with  anyone%  ho  Is  likely  to  meet, 

2.  Keep  a  supply  of  free  literature  to  distribute  to  your  contacts.  Talk  Tech- 
nocracy to  your  contacts,  not  necessarily  stuffing  it  down  everyone's  throat 
irrespective  of  circumstance.  Often -a  few  well  chosen  remarks  are  most  effec- 
tive, A  person  who  is  interested  will  indicate  it  by  his  attitude  and  ques- 
tions or  remarks.  Supply  names  and  addresses  of  contacts  to  SHQ  for  inclusion 
in  the  list  of  mailings  notifying  contacts  of  Public  Meetings.  Sell  tickets 
and  make  ticket  returns.  Bring  friends  and  contacts  to  suitrble  functions  at 
SHQ.

3,  Wear  the  Monad.  Many  Members  have  several  to  distribute  among  their  various 
garments  thus  avoiding  the  chance  of  forgetting  to  transfer  the  Monad  from 
one  garment  to  another.  Wear  larger  felt  Monads  on  sweaters  and  jackets  for 
symbolizing  at  recreation  activities.  Personal  stationery  with  "Investigate 
Technocracy"  imprinted  on  it  may  be  obtained  at  SHQ.  Use  the  Technocracy 
Membership  Card  for  identification  purposes  on  suitable  occasions.  If  pos- 
sible, wear  Official  Dress.  If  you  have  a  car,  get  it  painted  Official  Gray 
as  an  addition  to  the  Gray  Fleet. 

4,  Obtain  sites  for  Monad  markers  and  billboards.  Report  any  markers  or  bill- 
boards which  are  damaged.  Place  posters  or  distribute  circulars  when  these 
methods  are  used  to  publicize  public  meetings.  Promote  house  meetings  in 
your  own  or  non-members  homes.  Speakers  can  be  supplied  upon  a  little  advance 
notice. 

5,  Maintain  dues  in  good  standing  -  if  possible  pay  them  in  a  lump  sum  at  the 
first  of  each  year.  This  reduces  book  work  and  the  time  and  expense  of  ar- 
rears notices.  Maintain  a  pledge  if  possible.  Make  an  occasional  donation 
to  the  Section  -  either  financial  or  suitable  items  for  use  in  the  office  or 
the  kitchen.  Donate  suitable  books  and  magazines  for  the  library. 

6,  Make  a  point  of  becoming  acquainted  with  new  Members  at  SHQ.  Talk  to  non- 
members  after  public  meetings.  Do  not  walk  out  of  a  public  meeting  in  the 
period  prior  to  the  questions  -  some  non-members  may  follow  and  miss  a  very 
interesting  and  important  part  of  the  meeting. 

7,  Write  letters  to  the  press,  making  certain  they  are  accurate  and  reflect 
credit  to  the  organization.  Turn  in  worthwhile  clippings  to  SHQ  (Research 
Committee  can  tell  you  what  to  look  for).  Sell  subscriptions  to  the  Field 
Magazines  -  use  them  for  gift  purposes.

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MEMBERSHIP  DINNER  AIID  MEETING 


This  Mooting  and  Dinner  rms  riot  03  well  attended  as  nas  the  first  Membership  moot- 
ing hold  this  year  on  January  15th,  but  all  in  all  the  onthusiasm  of  those  present 
was  gratifing.  There  is  no  bettor  way  to  kocp  abroast  of  Section  Activities  than 
to  attend  those  monthly  meetings,  for  it  affords  you  with  personal  contact  with 
the  members  and  the  Board  of  Governors.  It  also  helps  to  carry  on  the  program  of 
Technocracy  by  aiding  it  financially.  The  dinner  of  Coimcd  Beef  Kash  and  Egg  was 
well  worth  coming  for;  and  was  capably  prcpardd  by  Roy  Holdren  and  Squire  Oponshi  . 

Research  Governor,  Mel  Rice,  road  quito  a  number  of  newspaper  clippings,  and  busi- 
ness analysis  reports  from  private  firms,  dealing  with  a  number  of  trends,  which 
in  brief  dealt  with  the  growing  unemployment  situation,  and  the  fact  that  the  pot- 
atoes and  egg  surplus  stink  as  usual  from  the  standpoint  of  the  people  who  do  not 

t  fed  properly  in  a  nation  with  the  greatest  array  of  productive  machines  and 
n  itural  resources  to  provide  and  abundance,  but  as  usual  the  price  system  cannot 
distribute  them.  In  fact  if  people  wore  well  fed,  well-clothed,  and  well-housed 
in  accord  with  our  technical  ability,  it  would  bo  bad  for  business,  which  must  keep 
goods  and  services,  especially  houses,  scarce. 

Rco  McCaslin  pointed  out  that  when  you  give  food  away  to  people  it  hurts  business. 
New  Highway  equipment  now  available  for  use  in  new  highway  projects  to  be  under- 
taken by  the  Government ,  virtually  eliminates  all  but  a  few  very  highly  skilled  men. 
Technology  is  wonderful  isn't  it  I  It  sure  plays  hob  with  the  bugaboo  of  scarcity. 
He  also  read  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  showing  the 
workings  cf  a  new  aggregate  works  in  Contra  Costa  County,  which  has  a  capacity  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  carloads  a  day.  One  man  punching  push  buttons  operates  the 
entire  plant,  and  the  button  console  is  so  arranged  that  even  if  he  punches  the 
wrong  button,  nothing  will  happen.  The  man-hours  in  this  plant  consist  solely  of 
this  one  operator.  Age  in  the  question  is,  what  to  do  with  the  people  no  longer 
necessary  in  virtually  all  operations  involving  production  or  distribution. 

Publications  Governor,  Vorbie  Dunlap,  stressed  and  rc-strcssed  the  need  for  more 
literature  distribution,  which  in  the  past  month  with  little  exception  had  been 
handled  by  but  one  man.  The  printing  crew  is  well  equipped  to  turn  out  the  throw- 
aways  as  fast  as  they  can  be  distributed.  The  question  nor:  is  who  is  going  to 
show  up  on  Saturday  Afternoons,  Monday  and  Tuesday  Evenings  for  literature  distri- 
bution, when  this  literature  is  turn  out  in  quanitity  on  the  street,  the  results 
are  reflected  in  increased  attendance  at  our  public  lectures.  Four  men  passing 
out  literature  on  Saturdays  can  do  an  effective  job  of  reminding  the  average  citizen 
that  there  is  a  program  that  is  capable  of  meeting  and  solving  today's  problems. 
There  is  the  psycclogical  effect  to,  that  when  two  or  more  are  standing  on  a  corner 
end  handing  cut  literature  the  response  is  bettor,  because  there  must  be  something 
to  this  thing  called  Technocracy,  when  people  devote  there  time  and  effort  te  in- 
form the  public,  by  handing  out  leaflets.  .So  if  you  can  spare  the  time  why  not 
, show  up,  you  will  find  it  an  interesting  experience  if  ycu  have  not  done  this  be- 
fore , 

Finance  Governor  Roy  Koldren,  expressed  his  gratification  at  the  response  given  to 
his  request  for  pledges  to  help  cerry  on  the  work,  that  was  given  at  the  January 
membership  meeting.  He  and.h'is  committee  are  making  every  offert  to  bring  new  and 
interesting  social  programs  for  your  entertainment,  as  well  as  financial  benefit  to 
the  Section. 


Chief  of  Staff,  Clinton  Cofield,  commended  various  technocrats  for  the  fine  efforts 
they  were  making  on  Technocracy's  behalf,  by  Staffing  the  Office,  preparing  reports, 
and  preparing  dinners.

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WHERE  ARE  THOSE  HOUSES  ? 

Now,  five  years  after  World  War  II,  that  is  still  a  prevclent  question,  by  all  the 
people  effected  by  lack  of  adoquato  housing.  Temporary  housing  projects  sprange 
into  being  during  the  last  War,  to  moot  the  needs  of  War  Workers,  necessary  to  the 
effective  prosecution  of  same.  Each  successive  year  has  soon  promises  as  usu-1 
from  both  political  parties,  that  some  housing  program  would  be  undertaken,  but 
you  and  I,  know  that  in  order  to  maintain  values  in  a  price  system,  it  is  vitally 
necessary  that  housing  be  maintained  at  a  scarcity.  The  Real  Estate  lobby  as  well 
as  other  interests,  oppose  any  adequate  program,  and  have  insisted  as  usual  that 
private  enterprise  could  and  would  provided  homes,  if  you  have  the  asking  price. 
The  trend  has  been  and  still  is,  to  higher  and  higher  prices,  and  longer  and  longer 
bank  loan  repayment  time. 

The  Veterans  have  been  the  principle  buyers,  what  rcith  lor  down  payments,  and  gov- 
ernment loan  guarantee  of  50  fo •  For  some  time  the  Veterans  Administration  has  been 
delighted  with  the  lack  cf  defaults  from  veterans  loans,  but  nou  they  are  en  the 
increase,  in  keeping  with  the  trend  of  more  unemployment.  Should  the  government 
undertake  a  large  scale  housing  program,  immediately  it  would  be  felt  in  lowered 
prices  en  homes,  and  increased  defaults  on  government  loans,  from  lowered  incomes 
in  other  fields  or  nom  incomes  at  all,  the  effect  would  be  to  increase  the  debt 
burden  of  the  government,  so  cither  way  you  put  it  you  cant  win.  With  commitments 
for  parity  prices  on  agricultural  products,  subsidies  for  big  and  little  business 
enterprises,  the  government  must  pursue  a  ccurso  of  planned  scarcity  in  keeping 
with  these  commitments.  Why  not  pursue  a  course  of  planned  abundance  in  accord  with 
the  technological  age  in  which  we  live.  For  after  all  you  arc  the  government  and 
if  you  feel  the  effort  to  share  your  responsibility  by  working  for  social  chango 
is  too  much,  then  ycu  condone  this  course  by  a  policy  of  do  nothing,  and  then  wo 
can  expect  the  same  old  promises  and  the  same  old  results. 

From  the  standpoint  of  resources,  our  nation  is  in  a  favored  position.  For  example 
if  housing  is  the  problem  to  be  solved,  and  it  is  one  of  the  problems,  then  why  not 
install  technological  methods  in  our  forests,  and  convert  the  tree  to  100^  use  by 
making  mcldable  plastics,  instead  of  the  present  wasteful  method  of  sawing  the  tree 
intc  beards,  which  results  in  the  waste  of  two-thirds  of  the  tree.  Whenever  they 
burn  up  20,000  tons  of  saw-dust  in  present  methods,  they  are  also  destroying  1,000, 
000  gals  of  gasoline  that  can  be  synthetized  from  it,  and  for  that  matter  a  host  of 
other  useful  materials.  Eut  there  again  we  come  up  with  that  horrible  problem  of 
abundance;  it  would  be  bad  for  business,  even  though  it  would  solve  just  one  of  cur 
many  problems.  It  should  not  be  too  difficult  for  any  person  who  will  honestly 
take  the  tineMfo  think  and  analyze  the  problems  of  today,  and  his  relation  to  so- 
ciety, that  social  change  must  come.  Technocracy's  program  of  planned  abundance, 
is  the  only  program  that  can  attain  what  it  says  it  can  do.  Surely  we  must  realize 
that  there  is  no  solution  in  price  system  operations  of  planned  scarcity,  and  that 
if  we  desire  to  attain  to  a  greater  civilization  is  must  bo  in  accord  r.ith  scientif- 
ic knowledge.  The  problems  of  survival  are  many,  and  they  must  be  solved  soon.

LOOKING  AHEAD  FIFTY  YEARS 

This  is  the  title  of  book  written  recently  by  Roger  W.  Babson,  of  Babson  Park, 
Mass.  If  you  have  time  to  read  this  book,  by  all  moans  do  so.  The  following 
is  a  quatation  from  the  preface: 

"  Sometime  between  1950  and  1960  the  real  test  of  the  capitalistic  system  will 
come.  If  the  entire  world,  including  Russia,  then  suffers  from  unemployment,  or 
if  "free  enterprise"  in  the  United  Stated  insures  fair  conditions  here  while 
"collectivism"  in  Russia  breaks  down,  wo  will  again  fumble  through  with  perhaps 
a  return  to  conservatism. 

If  however,  perchance  the  United  States  and  other  Democratic  countries  suffer 
from  unemployment;  while  the  Russian  people  might  be  fully  employed,  then  a  soc- 
ial revolution  could  easily  take  place  hero.  This  would  jnean  that  the  Russian 
shadow  would  fall  on  Groat  Britain  and  the  United  States  and  Canada, 

Yet  this  book  has  been  written  with  the  assumption  that  it  need  not  be  a  question 
of  "either/or";  but  rather  that  some  compromises  will  develop.  This  may  make  it 
harder  to  live  on  inherited  property  but  those  who  are  expert  in  some  useful 
field  have  nothing  to  fear.  Hence,  the  safest  investment  during  the  next  fifty 
years  will  be  in  character,  health  and  export  knowledge." 

It  is  interesting  to  know  what  other  peoples  thoughts  are  that  are  at  least  tak- 
ing the  time  to  look  ahead,  even  though  they  may  or  maynot  knot:  about  Technocracy's 
program  for  the  future.

The  BAXTER  Report ,■'.'. 

The  economic  reports  currently  appearing  in-  the  newspapers'  are,  as  technocrats 
should  know,  more  promises  than  facts.  However  the  economists  who  distribute 
their  reports  to  the  business  executive  group  are  not  bound'  by  any  restrictions 
and  do  attempt  to  present  trends. 

One  of  them,  Baxter,  predicted  a  complete  collapse  of  C-ovornmont  price  supports, 
and  a  sharply  shrinking  economy.  The  reason  for  the  -collapse  he  said,  was  that 
high  government  price  supports  encouraged  the  dcvelopement  of  synthetics  to  the 
point  that  now,  hardly  any  farm  products  are  safe.  Leather,  Cotton  and  Wool,  are 
all  threatened  by  the  synthetics.  Technology  (in  Ms  words)  is  developing  so 
rapidly  it  will  knock  the  price  program  into  a  cocked  hat. 

The  Government  will  be  99J&  to  blame  fcr  the  depression  which  will  be  the'  worst 
yet.  "We  are  a  feast  or  famine  nation",  and  the  reason  for  the  government's 
blame  is  that  they,  through  the  tax  program,'  reduce  consumers  income  and  so  re- 
duce consumption.  They  encourage  imports,  and' hold  prices  high.  It  aid.  adds  up, 
he  says,  to  BUST.

Tho 
second  book  gives  an  account  of  how  the  Roman  Catholic 
hierarchy  is  forcing  a  medieval  way  of  life  onto  non- Catholic 
America  and  is  attempting  to  gain  control  of  political  and 
secular  affairs  on  the  continent.

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Other  items  in  the  GM  deal  with  revised  operating  instruc- 
tions regarding  lecture  tours  and  their  supervision  and  a 
longer  article  entitled  "Retreat  to  Reality,"  which  reviews 
the  years  since  World  War  land  throws  the  glaring  light  of 
analysis  on  Price- System  maneuverings.

Prances  otacy 


Technocracy's  aim  is  to  educate  the  people  of  Forth  Amer- 
ica to  an  understanding  of  the  basic  factors  behind  the  so- 
cial and  economic  problems  of  today  and  the  even  more  press- 
ing issues  of  the  immediate  future. 


Technocrats  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  they  have  accepted 
the  greatest  educational  assignment  ever  conceived.   An 
assignment  that  is  attended  by  obstacles  and  difficulties 
v/hich  would  appear  insurmountable,  except  for  our  knowledge 
that  upon  its  success  may  dopend  the  survival  of  us  all. 
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One  would  naturally  assume  that  this  assignment  would  fall 
to  our  educators  who  have  made  a  life  work  of  their  profession* 
Unfortunately,  this  is  not  so. 

Since  early  March,  college  and  high- school  students  have 
appeared  at  SHQ  to  inquire  about  Technocracy !s  program.   These 
students  are  in  the  vanguard  of  the  "New  America"  that  must 
evolve  if  Americans  are  to  survive.   These  are  the  continents 
hope,  willing  to  discard  opinions,  traditions  and  supersti->  . 
tions  and  to  accept  facts.

Organizations,  public  and  private,  ar.e  the  source  of  a 
never-ending  stream  of  "reports"  in  our  present  society.  One 
of  the  latest  in  this  stream  is  a  "report"  from  the  Twentieth 
Century  Fund,  "a  non-profit  foundation  dedicated  to  research 
on  current  oionomic.  problems.  " 

The  l^und  reports  that  in  "1850,  the  productivity  of  the 
average" American  worker  was  §0.27  worth  of  goods  per  man-hour. 
By  1940,  this  had  been  increased  to  $1.15  with  an  expectable 
$1.61  in  19  60. 


The  report  points  out  that  this  increase  has  boon  and 
be  produced  by  the  substitution  of  Technology  for  "human 
sweat  and  animal  power. "

Wo  have  no  arguement  with  their  premises  so  far,  ITor  can 
we  differ  with  thoir  statement  that  "The  whole  secret  of  our 
constant  advance  is  our  ability  to  increase  our  productivity." 
That  is  sclf-ovident. 
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But---Thon  they  state  that  we  can  have  an  ideal  educational 
system,  medical  care,  caro  of  the  undernourished  and  under- 
privileged— oops,  what  were  those  last  two  designations? 

"Undernourished  and  underprivileged" — why  should  either 
exist  in  a  properly  balanced  economy? 

The  report  fails  to  state  any  reasons.   It  says  the. t  some 
of  us  may  be  left  behind  in  the  race  for  food,  housing  medical 
care,  etc.,  unless  we  increase  the  expected  productivity  for 
1960  by  8& 

But  a  properly  run,  properly  balanced  economy,  a  Technate, 
could  furnish  these  necessities  of  life  for  ALL  Americans, 
plus  a  good  number  of  luxuries  available  now  only  to  the 
present  higher  income  groups.   It  could  do  these  things  by 
establishing  a  balanced  load  factor  for  the  continental  eco- 
nomic machine  and  by  fitting  workers,  skilled  and  unskilled, 
in  the  brackets  in  which  they  can  operate  most  efficiently. 

Certainly  it  is  true  that  "We  Americans  have  the  most 
productive  economic  machine  in  all  human  history,"  And  it 
is  equally  true  that  "It  is  up  to  us  to  run  it."  But  there 
seem  to  be  differences  in  the  methods  proposed  by  politicians, 
businessmen  and  our  own  scientific  research  organization  to 
follow  in  the  running.

LILIENTHAL  AGAIN 

David  Eli  Lilienthal  was  born  July  8th,  1899,   Simple 
mathematics  reveals  that  his  age  now  is  fifty  years.   The 
past  16  of  those  years,  however  would  have  aged  an  average 
man  threefold. 

In  1933,  Lilienthal  was  appointed  to  the  newly  organized 
Tennessee  Valley  Authority.   In. 1936  he  was  reappointed, 
this  time  for  a  full  nine  year  term  to  the  TVA  board.   In 
1941,  shortly  before  the  United  States1  entry  into  world  war 
II,  he  was  named  chairman  of  that  board. 

Throughout  these  years  he  faced  attacks  led  by  Senators 
Styles  Bridges  and  Kenneth  D*  UcKollar,  motivated  by  "pri- 
vate" power  interests  and  political  and  personal  animosity. 
Bridges  represented  the  private  power  and  McKellar  disliked 
Lilienthal  because  he  would  not  let  McKellar  dictate  who 
should  work  for  TVA. 

More  recently,  the  same  sonators  were  leaders  in  the 
fight  against  confirmation  of 'Lilienthal  as  a  member  of  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission,  delaying  that  agency^  function- 
ing until  even  other  congressmen  condemned  them  for  thoir 
actions. 


In  1931,  Lilienthal  gave  up  a  prosperous  law  practice 
to  enter  a  public  service  oareer  when  he  accepted  the  job 
of  Wisconsin  state  public  utilities  commissioner.   This  was 
followed  by  his  appointment  to  the  TVA  in  1933,  subsequent 
reappointments  and  finally  his  chairmanship.   Such,  was  the 
background  he  brought  to  the  AEC,   He  also  had  been  keeping 
in  touch  with  The  Oak  Ridge  developement*  near  his  home,  as 
it  depended  on  the  TVA  for  its  power. 

He  had  studied  atomic  energy  in  a  group  with  four  other 
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members   of  the    State  Department's  advisory   board.      Locked   in 
a  room  for    seven  weeks,    the  five  men  discussed  atomic   energy 
and  how  to  use  and   control   it  under   present  world   conditions. 
Scientists  briefed   the  group  on  the   elements   of  Atcnio 
energy,    including  the   difficulty   of   releasing  and  using  it 
and  the  installations  required. 

Other  members   of    the   panel   commented  that  he  had  a  quick 
grasp  of   the  political   problem  from  a   scientific  approach. 

But   immediately  upon  his  nomination  by  President   Truman, 
the   same   old  gang  rallied    'round   to  fight  him.      Of   course, 
there  were  a  few  new   faces,    but   the   leaders,    once  again, 
wore  Bridges  and  KcKollar. 

The   scientists  and  engineers  concerned  in  atomic  work, 
how over,   were   enthusiastically   in  favor  of  the  appointment 
and  went   so   far  as   to  sign  petitions  to   that   effect,
